It would be most 
unfortunate for the individual concerned, and for the 
Agency, if, at some subsequent date, any of our Summer 
Interne ahould unexpectedly be refused fellowships un- 
der these grams because of earlier CIA employment 
uader our vr Intern program. 


2. I have made informal inguiries with appropri.- 
ate officers at the Department of State to ascertain 
their poaition concerning the Fulbright program. The 
regponge was unequivocal. Summer employment with us 
under an Intern program would forecloge any chances of 
feliowghip under the Fulbright program. I made my in- 
qei nk Ralph Yogel of the Bureau of Educational 
and Cultural Affairg; I received the reply from Dr. 
Charles Frankel, the Assistant Secretary for Education-— 
al and Cultural Affairs, through his special assistant, 
Leonard Cowles.
